The .total 
of about 10,000 called for in the various 
requisitions was- reduced to about half 
that number. In most cases there was 
ready compliance. 
-"Managers and agents of plantations 
that had been criticised by the labor 
inspector were called strictly to ac- 
count by the Executive Council. Those 
who had been offending 'were told that 
thwir applications would be filed away 
unless the faults pointed out were rem- 
edied promptly. The complaints relate 
to sanitary conditions, to brutal treat- 
ment of. field hands by lunas, and to 
the docking system. President Dole 
said aat in a- number of cases changes 
had already been made and that all had 
agreed to carry out the necessary re- 
foRas. On the part of the Government 
there will be a firm insistence in these 
premises. An official said that the re- 
turn of certain immigrants to Japan by 
tiJQB Government last year had. estab- 
lUbed the principle- that there was 
control of the stream at this end. So 
long a* Japan so frankly recognized the 
authority of Hawaii an extra and spe- 
cial reason was made for seeing that 
t£e laborers were treated in every ra- 
spect a* they ehonld be. Reports of 
brotal treatment must cease. The la- 
borer* arast have good boosing and 
pJenty of water, and tire docking, if 
any, must be absolutely fair and of 
•och' a nature as to fall only upon the 
offenders, and not M well upon their 
sympathlrew.

February 17lih last, appeared aoiaa for 
the enlargement of the harbor of Ho- 
nolulu, by the Hon. H. M. Whitney. 
The plan as Jllnstrated .would be a good- 
one if ft were feasible as to Its coot 
and the length of 'time necessary to da 
the work. I consider, Judging from the 
progress already made in harbor im- 
provements, that it would take ten 
years' time and several million dol- 
lars (probably eix) to complete the> 
work as indicated to this plan. Tak- 
ing the space indicated within the Iine» 
of Mr. 'Whitney's plan and dredging 
and -excavating to a uniform depth «£ 
26 feet at low water would necessitate 
the removal of more than 2,000,000 
cubic yards of material, mostly coral 
rock. 


Such a work could not be undertak- 


en and carried along with all other 
necessary improvements In other lines 
of public works out of the ordinary 
revenue receipts of this community and 
it would not foe just to tax other dis- 
tricts of these Islands for improve- 
ments which are beneficial to Hono- 
lulu only. Either we must get a help-

R. & L. Co'a. track, they would 
accomplish some effective work by pre- 
venting the filling up of the harbor- by 
the deposit of mud and silt from the 
Nuuanu stream. 


I have (before me a chart of Hono- 


lulu harbor, issued by tbe U. S. hydro- 
graphic office and compiled from sur- 
veys from several British naval offl- 
cerS—also from surveys made by the- 
Hawaiian Government surveyors and 
by American naval officers. On it I 
have drawn a rough plan for nine* 
wharves to be built fa that part of th* 
harbor known as naval row. These 
wharves would range in length (coat- 
forming somewhat to the natural corv» 
of the shore line) from about 250 feat 
to 460 feet, to be 100 feet wide and to 
have a space of 132 feet between them, 
which would render It possible to berth, 
a ship or steamer of the largest fixe 
on each side and leave a epace sufficient 
for a small steamer or lighter to come 
alongside either of them. The objec- 
tion may be rateed that the wharves 
wouM project too far into the harbor 
which objection may be answered by 
stating that the proposed wharves «Jo 
T* f,^?1*1 ** fxr lnto the harbor as 
Ine jiboooms of vessels at present 
moored by their ancho™ there. Those 
anchors, too. form a source of possible- 
danger in tbe shallow water of tki» 
harbor to tbe deep draught 
coming here.

The water may readily be 
cooled in bottles placed on ice. 


Were it possible, it would be wise 


to obtain the city water from a source 
above the cultivated area. This would 
require a large expenditure of money, 
A special appropriation and would be 
long in coming. 
jBoiling and filtering the water is 


tie only safeguard at present. 


Other factors, In the shape of un- 


diained areas, cesspools, etc., about 
town, contribute their full share in

which we are trying to remedy. 


We respectfully call your attention

Princeton, 02, and held the Harvard 
freshmen from scoring till the last six 
seconds of the famous Yale-Harvard

"Cunha la now catcher on the Yale 


law school nine, which he leads in bat- 
ting. Strange to relate he is second 
of the team in base running. He Is 
as lively as a cricket on his feet and 
steals bases as If he weighed 150 
pounds. On the recent southern trip 
of tie law school, Cunha helped win 
four out of the six Barnes played, just 
twice as good a showing as that made 
by the Yale 'varsity.

Till* bear* at the head thecoat- 
of-arm* of tbe Judd family—whereby, 
in parenthesis, tangs an interesting bit 
of history—while at the foot appears 
the ChineM national flag, supported by 
small shtares with the American and 
Hawaiian colon respectively, and em- 
bellished by scroll work In mediaeval 
style. iFV>or quotations from the "Con- 
fucian Analects"—translated by Dr. 
Legge—and couched In complimentary 
phrases, are Ingeniously arranged 
around the, margin, the lettering being 
an imitation of Chinese characters, 
done in gold upon a deep 'bronw-green 
bordering, which shows It off to great 
advantage. The sentences read as fol- 
lows: "By his justice, all Were de- 
lighted;" "By hde sincerity, he made 
people repose trust In him;" "By his 
earnest activity, his achievements were 
great," and "By his generosity, he won 
all." * 


The memorial la mounted in a royal 


red morocco1 case, manufactured by the 
Hawaiian Gazette Co., and reflects 
credit on the bindery department of 
that firm. Upon the outside is stamped 
in gilt letters: A. 7. J.. February 18, 
1899, tiie latter 'being the actual date 
of the anniversary. 


Throughout the work gives evidence

Honolulu, April IS, A. D. 1899. 
The Chief Justice very feelingly re- 


sponded and in so doing touched upon 
interesting reminiscences of the early 
advent of the Chinese to this country, 
and the greater {benefits and opportun- 
ities accorded* to the race in this coun- 
try than In their own land, where to 
be successful they must labor hard and 
continuously. 


The Chief Justice was attended by 


the members of his family and on the 
conclusion of the formalities of presen- 
tation, pleasant social converse was in- 
dulged in. The committee of fourteen 
•who signed the address were all pres- 
ent. 


The 
representative Chinese, for 


whom the'commission was executed, 
have done Che thing handsomely. The 
memorial is a very elaborate affair, and 
nothing like It has been seen in Hono- 
lulu since the (Diamond Jubilee of 
Queen Victoria, when Mr. Jacobsea 
prepared the illuminated address sent 
to Her Majesty toy the local British 
residents. 


The address proper covers two large 


pages—each 18x15 inches—and 
the 


reading matter is engrossed with uni- 
formity in a (black German text, of 
graceful and Blender proportions, with 
illuminated XIV century initials. This 
part of the work alone, owing to th$ 
length of Ihe document, must have in- 
volved a deal of patient industry. At 
the top of the first page appear two 
peacocks, conventially drawn in all 
their vain glorious pride of gor- 
geous plumage, the peculiar iridescence 
of the breast and the ocelli or eye-like 
spots of the tall-coverts being faith- 
fully reproduced. The birds are j>erehed 
on top of e. golden tablet, upon which 
is emblazoned the full name of the 
honorable recipient, and are surround- 
ed by accessories of a pink cloud effect 
and poppies. At the foot of the sec- 
ond page, and forming the tail-piece, 
is a spirited drawing of the ebarp- 
sighted dragon, the imperial emblem of 
Cathay from Um« immemorial. 


The beautiful bartering of both of 


tbeee pages is deserving of special 
mention, a* being of a singular aad 
unique description. All the detail* of 
the decign are of a distinctly Chine** 
order and most appropriate to the oc- 
casion, in which th« dragon and KKu*- 
flower figure prominently. The chief

ren over tt there are still modern es- 
sentials, black suits, boiled shirts* and 
prett&- holokus to deal, whh,—and the 
trail idea must be abandoned. 


However, all these schools and many 


others were represented at the great 
Hoike at Kaluaatra. 


The newly repaired church could 


easily hold 600, yet there was standing 
room only on April 3Q. Horses tether- 
ed all over the commons testified that 
many had come from considerable dis- 
tance. Of course the hospitality of 
Kaluaafaa was being taxed to 4ts ut- 
most,—-the levy v&s clear beyond as- 
sessed valuations too.

of singing in Honolulu but it is doubt- 
ful whether four men could be found 
in this city who could have produced 
any better musical effects than, at least 
four men from four little mountain 
hamlets brought out from material 
which 6rouW, pass on sight as "raw." 


There was little there in that long 


programme lasting 
morning until 3-30 
that was pot in good taste, and the in- 
tention seemed to be to let soft effects 
predominate for there was little of the 
lusty volume which Is so frequently 
death to musical effect or religious ex- 
pression. The peculiarly rough tones 


from 10 in- the 
In the afternoon 


frequently noticed in country singing 
among the Hawaiians had been care- 
fully "flled down" and intricate selec- 
tions were rendered with the finish and 
decorum of city choirs. How it would 
have astonished many to hear anthems 
requiring some difficult changes of key 
undertaken unerringly and ranfalter- 
jng]jrt—learned by ear in many cases 
to be sure, but sustained without the 
help of a musical instrument, of any 
bind. 


And the patience of those people! 


Could you stand five hours of excellent 
music at one sitting and without inter- 
mission? The music in the old church 
was not always excellent, but few even 
of the little children left their seats, 
while there was almost no audible 
comment passed upon performers even 
when there might have been said to 
be excuse for the etrong "ka"—which 
natives use on occasion. 
"• 


The committee of award afterward 


said that Pelekunu deserved the first 
place, but this judgment was probably 
based on the same grounds that in- 
spired the authorities of Yale In the 
early days to grant a Doctorate to an 
old Alumnus Jialling from Texas, who 
had not come back for many years. 
"He came so far, what less could w« 
do?" There was KaunaEaKal under 
the leadership of the veteran Kiha 
(about whom a book might be written), 
and Kalnaaba trained by K&naufoUo of 
Lahftira, and Wailna whom Joel Na- 
rareta had brought up to a high poiteh. 
—all of theae might well have contest- 
ed tie award, to «ay nothing of that 
unique people, th» HalawaJtes, whom 
Peter Pascal inspired 
Then there

came over in a whale-boat and whose 
ftlng)ng and manners and general ap- 
pearance were a distinct honor to that 
oM aod honored institution. Those 
thirty boy« must nave had a breezy 
time coming and going over that chan- 
cel and they certainly deserved all the 
fun tbare wa« In H as w*M a» the 
prwUge they woo by their «ee41*nt 
performance. Waifaee, Manl. wa* there 
too in a amsll force.

ars, notwithstanding a total lack of in- 
struction. Their voices too were excel- 
lent, prominent among which were the 
voices of the Nawahine family, child- 
ren of the Nestor of the Maui pastorate. 


It ought to be conceded that the 


dinner (luau) that followed this Hoike 
in the church-yard was appropriate 
and well-earned. It certainly was ap- 
preciated, all the more that It followed 
some speeches one of which was in the 
style of most approved Hawaiian ora- 
tory. This was made by Judge J. W. 
Kalua, who with Mr. Richardson, rep- 
resented Maui on this occasion and 
who also presided over the exercises, 
Mr. KaJua's boyhood had been spent in 
Pelekunu and his early memories of 
that place and of the succeeding days 
in Kaluaaha,—the suggestions of his 
early struggles,—the old church recall- 
Ing the early fathers, among whom the 
elder Hitchcock stood prominent,—all 
of these and more stimulated him to 
some fine bursts of eloquence. His de- 
livery was frequently fiery in its rapid- 
ity and It was emphasized by most as- 
tonishingly quick action, whose grace 
as well as extent and variety were 
characteristically Hawaiian. 


It cost $1200 to repair the old relic 


of early missionary enterprise and 
when the people came together to de- 
dicate the church on Saturday, Apr! 
29, there was $490 yet to raise At the 
close of the Hoike there had been $425 
of this last sum gathered whereupon 
Judge Kalua said' thaf he would be re 
sponslble for the rest, and the church 
was free of debt This sum came in 
small sums of ten cents and upwards 
brought up and laid in a pile on th< 
floor of the platform in votive offer-1 
Ing.

1N DISTRESS. 


Steamer Elihu Thomson in a Bad 


Way at Sea.

The book has created a sensation 
among the military men of Europe, 
because' the author of it is Jean de 
Bloch, the celebrated military critic of 


He reviews the advances made 


tat military science, and the works of 
Baalmont and other noted writers on 
military affaii s, and his conclusions are 
startling. They are such as might 'be 
made in composing a sensational mili- 
tary romance, and yet they are drawn 


• from the existing facts which are fami- 
liar to students of military matters. 
They are the conclusions of a learned 
man, who has no superior as a critic, 
and, who has tested them by the facts 
accomplished since 1870, the date of the 
Franco-Prussian war. 


He declares that the modern guns 


and powder are so efficient that the 
losses in battle would now be four 
times as many as in the war of 1870. 


new rifles are forty times more 


•efficient .than the rifles used in 1S70, 
and the value of artiBery Is from 
twelve to fifteen times greater than it 
•was at that date. Shells that ex- 
ploded at that time into nineteen or 
twenty pieces are now broken into an 
average of two hundred* and forty 


Cannlster (bombe de font) 


Cbat scattered forty-seven pieces or 
stoats, In 1870, now distributes 1204 
pieces, with the aid of pjroxline, and 
spreads six hundred and fifty-six feet 
at a distance'of three thousand three

were to attack a fort well armed,

Bloch cities the description of Cap- 


tain M. Nigote of the French army ai 
to the method of battle, if it were 
fought today in Europe. At a distance 
at 6000 yards it would begin with ar- 
tfltery on both sides. Men and horses 
•would be swept down by the explod- 
ing shells and ballets. The great can- 
non of one army would disable the can- 


of the other army. The advantage 


would >be with the army that used the 
most artillery. After artillery fire, the 
Infantry would advance. At 2000 yards 
the rifle bullets would take effect 
There would be a hail storm of rifle 
t»Ha over the field. The artillery not 
destroyed would cut up the attack- 
tag regiments. The field would be 
covered with the wounded and slain 
When the reserves came up there 
would be maintained a space of 1000 
steps across which neither line of at- 
tack could cross, because of the terri- 
ble discharge of bullets. Shells loaded,

As members of the sovereign people 


who rule in America they have the 
right to express opinions on all pub- 
ic matters, but as officers of the gov- 
ernment they are under bonds to be 
discreet and must surrender their in- 
dependence. The members of Congress 
indulge in the most offensive language 
in commenting upon the conduct of 
foreign nations, but as they cannot be 
held responsible for words spoken in 
debate, foreign nations accept these of- 
fensive remarks as a necessary part of 
the government by democracy. 


Until recently, when John Bull and 


Brother Jonathan fell on each other's 
necka, and each tenderly said to the 
other, "you are indeed my long lost 
brother!" any officer civil or military 
sealed his patriotism and became pop- 
ular by abusing the English, that is, 
by "twisting the tail of the British 
lion." 
But since John Bull kindly 


turned Ms back to the American sup- 
ply ships amd shut his eyes while sup- 
plies for Dewey's fleet were quietly 
smuggled out of Hongkong, contrarv to' 
the law of neutrality, the pastime of 
twisting the tail has beea suspended, 
and offensive remarks made by prom- 
inent officers would be sharply re- 
buked.

No douht the nation is a little out of 


temper with the Germans for the mo- 
ment, but it will soon recover Its se- 
renity and find that the Germans will 
stand beside it in the march of prog- 
ress, because the Germans love liberty, 
and are already a large part of the 
bone and sinew of the American com- 
monwealths.

In proportion to the Amount ot busi- 


ness done to these islands, the -bank- 
ing capital is totally inadequate ac- 
cording to the American 'standard. 
There are many small places on the 
Mainland where with a 'population of 
five to ten 
thousand 
there 
are 


four or more banks with more capita} 
than our banks have although the total 
business of each town Is far lees than 
the business done in Hawaii. The to- 
tal number of national banks on the 
Mainland in 1897 was 3,648, with a cap- 
ital of $644,673,395. To this number 
should be added the State and private 
banks, the number of which with their 
capital is not here given. The total 
banking facilities are much greater 
therefore in proportion, than they are 
in these Islands. It is not the Dumber 
of people, but the valu8u.of trade and 
commerce that really fixes the amount- 
of 'banking capital required. Hereto- 
fore the'agents* of the sugar planta- 
tions, with several banks have met 
the needs of .the industries, and have, 
furnished the capital required for our 
trade. Conditions ihave changed. The 
expansion of the sugar Industry de- 
mands an Increased amount of loan- 
able funds, and the establishment «* 
more banks will facilitate commerce. 


One of the advantages of a National 


bank is that It circulates notes, which 
are virtually guaranteed by the nation- 
al government. While the government 
demands from the national bank a de-, 
posit of national bonds which secure 
the redemption of the currency issued 
by the bank, the income from these 
securities as well as the interest on 
the currency issued also accrues to 
the assets of the bank. 
: 


More than all, these national banks j 


are subject to close inspection by the 
government and with few exceptions, 
the inspection is rigid. Inspection is 
a whip in the hands of the government 
that is held over the bank officials, and 
prevents, as a rule, although not al- 
ways, the wasting of the bank's re- 
sources, by incompetent men. Our 
local banks have been singularly free 
from dishonest management in the 
past, but it is the experience of all com- 
mercial communities that the manage- 
ment of financial institutions must 
change from time to time, and there 
can* be no perpetual certainty of good 
management. The case of the Barings 
illustrates the uncertainty of it, even 
in the oldest commercial community 
of modern times. There is at present 
but one local bank in these Islands 
subject to rigid examination. 
The 


other banks are unquestionably man- 
aged with skill and honesty, but their 
safety, so far as depositors are con- 
cerned, depends upon the high charac- 
ter of the management. 


As all values here of land and of 


merchandizing, depend upon, the con- 
ditions ot the, sugar industry, the suc- 
cess of banks must depend upon the 
condition of that industry. That is, 
the banks as well as individuals have 
their eggs In one basket. Diversified 
industries would avert this financial 
danger. There ,&re none. 


It Is generally believed that banks 


establish industries. It 'is not their 
object to do so. They serve to facili- 
tate trade, and encourage manufactur- 
ing and commerce already established. 
Where banks have undertaken 
to 


"build up a place," they have, as a 
rule,' failed. These Islands furnish ex- 
ceptions to the rule. 
Banks when 


wisely conducted are only pawnshops 
on a large scale, mere money tenders 
on a large scale and not promoters. 


It is for the facilities they offer in 


conducting the business of established 
industries that they are of the very 
highest value, and therefore a new 
bank, conducted by intelligent men, is 
an important aid to the commerce of 
the Islands.

The lynchera numbered many thou- 
sands of the respectable citizens of 
Georgia. Every year there are a hun- 
dred, or more cases of these lynching- 
proceedings in the Southern States, 
caused by brutal crimes' of tiegroes 
upon white women. Throughout the 
wide and sparsely settled area of the 
South, women fear to travel alone in 
the rural districts, or even in the neigh- 
borhood of large cities. There is the 
aame dread of violence and assault as 
tfeera would be If, every year, several 
hundred persons were killed by tigers, 
and It was known that every square 
mile of territory outside of the cities 
was subject to their prowlings and 
sudden attack.

ican colonists established slavery. Its 
object was cheap labor. No doubts 
were raised about the moral qualifica- 
tions of the negro immigrants.

The best and the worst* 
type of negroes captured in Africa 
were .mported indiscriminately. Any 
wtoo asked in those days, "Will not 
these blacks some day have their 
part to play in the national destiny?"

"The president of a large downtown, 


bank recently stated that one ot 
the very largest manufacturers in this 
country, who has not entered into any 
combination told him that in his judg- 
ment not only all the common stock of 
most of the recent industrial combina- 
tions represented wind, but that 60 
per cent of the preferred stock also 
represented wind.

street operators. The one great object 
of the promoter and the banker is to 
unload the slock of the company on 
the unsuspecting public. Playing with 
such stocks Is —ore risky than play*"*- 
poker."—New York Grocer. 


The^object in issuing preferred stock 


In these corporations is to induce per- 
sons to invest money in the belief that 
the preferred stsock represents actual 
values, and, for that reason, must have 
a higher value than the common 
stock 
But, as 'the Grocer says, even 


the preferred stock may be full of 
"wind." 


There is no deception in issuing any 


amount of stock provided it is hon- 
estly issued upon a true statement of 
facts. 
"Wind" la a confusing word. 


The promoters of the industrial stocks 
as a rule, especially in manufacturing 
plants, dishonestly represent the cost 
of the plant. A concern may have ac- 
tually invested $200,000 in, an. iron fur- 
nace and its appliances, but owing to 
ignorance and mismanagement it can 
be dujjOicaied for $100,000. There is, 
therefore, dishonesty in estimating its 
cash value at $200,000. The difference 
Is "wind.' 
In the organization of the 


American Oil Company which con- 
trolled the cotton seed oil cf the South, 
the estimates of the cash Investsmente 
in oil mills was often three hundred 
per cent above the actual cash values. 


But the cost of a plant is by no 


means, In many cases, the value of the 
plant 
A patent may have no cash 


value in itself, but may have a great 
commercial value when utilized by a 
skillful and intelligent schein«. 


A patent Is a monopoly granted by 


the state, and only the income derived i 
from its use can fix Its value.

This 
tbe harbor officials find from exper- 
perience. Is the (best way to place such 
wharves. Vessels with bowsprits and 
jtbbpoms •berthed at these wharves 
should all be placed with their heads 
to the southwest, giving all the space 
possible for tbe easy movement of oth- 
er vessels'about thehanbor. 


The work of building these wharves 


coutd begin at once if the material 
were at hand, without any other pre- 
liminary work than dredging on the 
edge of tie three and a half fathom 
line and filling up the land behind eo 
as to raise it above the level of tbe sea 
enough to make suitable sites for coal 
and Humber paras. It is now on an av- 
erage two feet below Ihigh water. To 
raise this part of the reef two and a 
half feet above high water •within the 
Hue running in, a circular direction to- 
wards the new made land of the O. R. 
A L. Co., would require the filling In 
of a/bout 300,000 cubic yards of ma- 
terial. The railroad company could 
' then extend its track as far as 
the light house, with switches onto 
every wharf. Bach, wharf, or as much 
as might be considered necessary could 
be equipped with all tbe most approved 
labor-saving devices for the handling 
of coal cargoes, and for coaling steam- 
ships ecpnomlcally and with dispatch. 


Some may say that by mooring the 
ships close together we could etow 
•way more in that part of the harbor 
than with the suggested wharves. That 
may or may not ibe true—and if so the 
ships would all ibe idle, which is not 
what they come -to this port for. 


The track to the quarantine grounds 
could be changed to a point a little 
outside the 'light ihouse. 


It was a very serious mistake to al- 


low the O. 'R, & L. Co. to run Its track 
across the flats to its wharf in a direc- 
tion almost at right angles to the 
course of the Nuuanu stream, unless it 
•were a trestle work. The present track 
forms a training wall, which carefully 
guides every particle of debris coming 
from the hills and borne along oy the 
flood of the Nuuanu stream until it is 
safely deposited in the harbor of Ho- 
nolulu. It is safe to say that $100,000 
a year would not pay the cost of dredg- 
ing out the mud coming into the har- 
4>or from that direction. 
In my rough (plan I suggest that the

street .bridge be set back moreiso as to 
widen the outflow instead of narrow- 
ing it as at present, and the bridge be 
raised two feet and strengthened so as 
to permit of the railroad company run- 
ning its trains into the town, along the 
front as far as the foot of Nnuanu 
street, and that they be permitted to 
iave a turntable at the head of each 
<wbarf, so that their cars and the ships' 
can come together to receive and de- 
liver freight. I also propose that the 
portion of their railroad track com-

A horrible story of two murders 


comes from .Waimea, on Hawaii. It is 
reported fey Purser Fernback, of the 
Noeau, wnteh sailed from Kukulhaele 
last Friday morning, to which place 
the news was telephoned. The story 
could not be corroborated on the ar- 
rival of the Einau from Mahukona late 
Saturday night. 


The following was the 
telephone 


message to Purser Fernback: 
On 


Tuesday, Hay 2nd, a native woman at 
Waimea, the wife of one of the ranch- 
men, killed her little stepdaughter by 
brutally beating her with a club across 
the 'bowels. The woman had one child 
of her own and had been in the habit 
of cruelly treating thde poor unfortun- 
ate daughter of ier husband by a form- 
er marriage. Before the murderess 
could dispose of the foody it was seen 
by a little girl who had witnessed the 
end of the tragedy and who ran to a 
neighbor native's cabin not far distant 
and told of Che event. A woman en- 
raged to insanity at this house by the 
news, hurriedly went over to the place 
where the murder was committed, bent 
upon punishing the step mother. She 
did not attack the murderess, but dash- 
Ing through the door, caught up the 
remaining little child belonging there 
and struck it across the neck, killing it 
instantly. 


Both women now came to their rea- 


son. Swearing the girl informant to 
secrecy they (buried the bodies of the 
victims. The matter might have been 
hushed up but the little girl witness 
told others of the affair and it finally 
reached the authorities, who on the 
Thursday following the murder ar- 
rested the two women accused and the 
next day the two bodies of the child- 
ren were to be exhumed as evidence.

tracted residence in Japin I arrived in 
this city on April 11. Slavs that time 
I have been busy visiting £he different 
plantations and aiding, as I was able, 
the Rev. O. H. Gulick in his good 
work for the Japanese laborers. At 
the Honolulu Ministers' Meeting a fort- 
night ago I was courteously given an 
opportunity to state my .Impressions of 
the Islands, and afterward requested 
to write out for publication the sub- 
stance of my remarks. There has been 
no time to do this, and perhaps I can 
best fulfill the promise then made by 
a letter for your columns, 


•Let me say then, that the beauties 


on sea and land which so charm the 
senses of everyone arriving here seem 
to me not a whit greater or more de- 
serving of appreciative remark than 
are the widely manife-ted

combined to form a state of affairs as 
unique as Punchbowl or Diamond Head 
And what the charm of tree, flower, 
and lawn, is to the natural scenery, 
that and much more are the personal 
.and private Ministries of culture and 
refinement to the less fortunate races 
who for a time at least, are making 
their homes here. If Christ were to 


- come to Honolulu He would surely find 
not a few upon whom He would bestow 
_his coveted "well done." 


The Japanese on the plantations are 


/certainly better off financially than 
they were at home. As to their wages 
and in general, their treatment—ex- 
cept in the case of the inevitable mis- 
understandings which ignorance of the 
language brings—there is not much to 
complain of. 


The most unsatisfactory things are 


the camps. The quarters are (as was 
to be expected) very narrow. For a 
family a room 9x7 ft. is too small. The 
same may be said of the allowance of 
«x4Ms feet for a single man. And I am 
glad to report that this is being recog- 
nized and that for the new houses go- 
ing up on some plantations (e. g. Bwa) 
8x12 feet is the standard for a family. 
It is surely not too large. 


The arrangements for w-ater supply 


are In some cases inconvenient and in- 
adequate. This doubtless affiects the 
health of the laborers and their chil- 
dren and calls for speedy remedy. This 
is true not only as respects drinking 
water but is particularly true of the 
arrangements for bathing. The hot 
bath Is an essential part of Japanese 
life. 
This la provided for on some 


plantations, but so far as my observa- 
tion goes tbe bathing tanks are too 
few in number and what there are are 
in the open air. Some better arrange- 
ment that would separate the sexes 
and .prevent exposure of the person 
is loudly called for in the interest of 
•decency and morality. 


To one coming here from Japan one 


of the things which strikes him most 
painfully on entering the homes of the 
laborers is the utter absence of the 
artistic element which characterizes 
the homes of even the humblest .there. 
The Japanese, In their activity, their 
vivacity, their versatility, but especial-

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Colonel 


John Miller Stotsenberg of the First' 
Nebraska Infantry, wfio held the rank 
of Captain in the regular Army, killed 
in the reconnolssance at Quengua, was 
bora in Indiana, November 2*,-1858, 
and appointed a cadet at the Military 
Academy In July, 1877, and graduated 
number 41 to hia class. He was ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant of the Sixth 
Cavalry to 1881, and became a Captain 
December 14,1898. H* served with his 
regiment in Arizona end New Mexico 
from 1887 to 1880, at the 'close of the 
latter year participating ta the Sioux 
campaign in the battle at Wounded 
Knee. He was at Fort Nlobrara, and 
served for a few months at Fort Myer, 
near Washington, going thence to the 
infantry and cavalry school at Fort 
Iieavenworth, Kas., wbefe he graduat- 
ed with distinguished honors. Colonel 
Stotsenberg tl|en served with his regi- 
ment 'at Fort-Leavenworth until 'De- 
cember, 1897, and from that time to the 
following April was professor of mili- 
tary science and tactics at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. He was mustered in 
aa a Major of the First Nebraska In- 
fantry May 9th last, and ae Colonel of 
the same regiment November 10, 1898. 
He sailed with his regiment for Manila 
June lath.

The First Nebraska went 
to Manila in command of Colonel 
Bratt, and trader hia command took 
part in ttoe operations south of Manila 
against Malate fort and the attack and 
capture of Manila on, August 13th. In
